This is the third celebration of the 
kind held recently in Adams county. 
On Sunday May 7, St. John’s Reform­ 
ed church near Littlestown observed 
with special service, the one hundred 
and seventy fifth anniversary of 
its 
founding and 
the fact is 
significant 
that 
as the settlers 
of this 
section 
■worked to establish their homes here, 
so did they, at the same time, establish 
places of worship. 


The history, in those early days, of 
the two congregations at New Oxford 
are practically identical, as they wor­ 
shiped in the same edifice and possibly 
had their affairs much in common. At 
the time of the first records now ex­ 
isting, which are dated in the year 
1822, there were three congregations 
existing in the one church edifice. Be­ 
sides 
the 
Lutheran 
and 
Reformed 
faiths represented, there was also a 
congregation of Presbyterians, which 
held an interest in the property. How­ 
ever in 1800, the Lutherans disposed 
of their share of the union church and 
erected their 
own church 
building. 
Later the Presbyterian congregation 
dissolved 
and the 
Reformed branch 
gained entire possession of the oh! 
church property. 


This branch of the Lutheran faith is 
no doubt a descendant of the old Lu­ 
theran congregation which had estab­ 
lished itself in the Conewago valley, 
near Hanover, and there built one of 
the first churches west of the Susque­ 
hanna River. 
This original congrega­ 
tion later moved to a new' church edi­ 
fice which they erected in Hanover and 
is now' known aa S t. Matthew’s Luth­ 
eran church.
